Sr. PETERSBURG, January 13.—At’ the 
plenary sitting of the Council of the Empire, 
the Minister of Finance explained the (rov- 
ernment’s financial programme. He admitted 
there would be a deficit in the budget of ’&I, 
but insisted upon the necessity of reforms less 
with a viewof reducing the expenditures 
than of entirely abolishing the system of ob- 
taining credits not meluded in the budget, 
and of gradually extinguishing the debt of 
417,000,000 roubles owing tothe banks. Tne 
Council unanimously approved the scheme as 
the most effectiye means of establishing a 
balance between the revenue and expend!- 
ture. A ukase will be issued authorizing the 
progressive paying of 417.000, 000 roubles to 
the banks. 

The Russian Grand Duke Michael tele- 
graphs as follows relative to Gen. Skobeloff’s 
investment of Geok Tepe on the morning of 
the 4th inst.: The first Russian parallel 
was opened at 800 paces from the chief forti- 
fication. The fighting was most desperate 
and sanguinary. The Russians were Vic- 
torious, but Ge. Petrussewitch, 3 majors 
and nineteen men were killed and three 
officers and fifty-five men wounded. 
encmy, who were re- enforced by 5,000 picked 
men from Merv, Jost 300 killed in the engage- 
ment with the Russian right wing alone. 
This wing was commanded by Gen. Petrus- 
sewitch. The Russians behaved gallantly, 
and were splendidly handled. It is intend-

HOW A BRAVE SAILOR DIED. 


The Posthumous Honor Awarded to an 
Knglish Officer Who Lost His Life 
While Saving a Seaman. 

. From the London Telegraph, December 20. 

A posthumous honor has been paid to the 
memory of a brave man, the late Lietenant 
Heyland, of Her Majesty's ship, Minotaur, in 
the award to bis executors of the silver med - 
al of Lioyd’s Corporation, fora deed of he- 
role courage which that gallant officer lately 
performed, and which unhappily cost him 
bis life. The sad but stirring story comes 
from Vice-Admiral Hood, C. B., in com- 
mand of the Channel Squadron, andit isa 
tale of bravery all arouna which deserves to 
he recorded. One stormy morning an able- 
bodied seaman named Joseph Mars- 
ston was iold off to the perilous duty 
of geiting in the jib- boom. It was as nasty 
a day asa sailor would wish to see; the waves

After living with an aunt for a 
while she came to this city, and was employed 
as a nurse at the residence of 
Mr. Michael Warner, Paca street, near 

Camden. When she was 1) years old she 
married James Taylor, a sailor, who was a 
few days Over zl vearsofage. The minister 
who married them demurred at first on ac- 
count of the youthful appearance of the cou- 
pie, but was prevailed upon after a while to 
perform the ceremony. As the Mexican war 
was raging fiercely at that time, Taylor en- 
listed, and his wite sailed in company with 
others from Fort McHenry for the seat of wir, 
New Year’s eve, 1848, being landed at Vera 
(uz, where they encamped for six woeks 
and then marched for the City of Mexico, 
which bad surrendered to Gen. Winfie!d 
cott, September 14, 1847. The war was vir-

vil TO VESUVIUS. 


An Uneasy Old Splirit—Fountains of 
Hire at lutervals. 
| Naples Letterin Worcester Spy. 

The chief object of interest to u sight-seer 
in Naples is of course the volcano of Vesuvius, 
which is now in quite an active state. Our 
first sight of it was from the cars on our way 
from Rome here. It was near the end of a 
beautiful day, and the sun, low in the west. 
lighted it up with a warm glow. An immense 
column of smoke went up from its summit 
and floated lazily away some two or three 
miles in length, like the tail of a comet. 
The giant was evidently taking his case. 
Now that we have lived in full sight of 
it for a fortnight, we have watched the 
changes with ever new interest. As we look 
acioss the bay on those beautiful days the 
form of the mountain is perfectly sharp cut 
against the horizon. There are always 
clouds of smoke ascending from the summit, 
but every few minutes a more positive 
column of very dense smoke shoots up high 
ju the air. in the evenings we go on the roof 
of the house, and in the distant darkness we 
see, seeminglv hanging in the heavens, two 
and three lines of red fire intermittently 
brightening fromthe upper to tne lower 
end ibrough their lengths. Then a most 
magnificent fountain of fire will mark the 
crown of the volcano. 

One never knows when to leave it, and as 
we try to make our party start together to 
descend the steep and horribly dark and dirty 
staircases, for the house is seven stories high, 
there is always a scattering and running to 
wait for “one more puff.“ It is very fascin- 
ating, and always some old visitor tells ofthe 
wonderful things they have heard about this 
uneasy old spirit,and the fearful devastations 
made in, times past. Standing here in 
view ef buried Herculaneum and Pompeii, it 
all seems real, and one more leaf in our his- 
tory Jessonis “turned down’’ so we shall 
have it as a reality. In 1872 on this very roof 
the ashes were over two feet deep. Yester- 
day we went in carriages to the foot of the 
old or great cone, and were then drawn up 
the very steep sides ina car holding only ten 
persons, on the tramway. Thisis operated 
by a stationary engine and wire ropes. Then 
we go clambering overthe rough, ragged 
Fcorias Of Java, supported by two cuides. 
Soon the surface became very sensibly warm- 
er and warmer until you could scarcely bear 
your band on it, and we stepped over crevices 
that were red, anda stick pushed in would 
burst into a flame. We passed on and very 
soon Were not ten feet from the new stream 
of molten lava flowing at the rate of from two 
to three miles an hour. It tbrew out s great 
heat and we were glad to retreat, but it was 
a very beautiful as well as thrilling sight. As 
we rode down the mountain we saw the 
courses of the lava fromthe ditlerent erup- 
tionsinthe past, and they were scenes of 
perfect desolation. The melted mass had 
cooled in ail possible furms, sometimes as 


Meltediron cools,and many times looking 


like the gnarled roots of an old oak over a 
ledge of rocks, and again msking you think 
sbudderirgly of Laocoon. As we passed a 
little vineyard we saw sitting under a trellis 
of vines some women knitting and chatting, 
apparently unconscious of any possible catas- 
trophe that could overtake their sunny little

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THE MISSISSPIPI RIVER. 


Money Already Wasted—Folly of the 
Levee Systenp:—Suter’s Kffective and 
Cheap. 

By Willlam Hosea Ballou, of Evanston. 


The Mississippi River is the most gigantic 
parasite knowntomen. The least possible 
estimate, computed from data in hand, shows 
that the annual average for the last thirty 
years of money expended on it for improve- 
ments, and lost through its depredations, ex- 
ceeds $7,000,000. Fully one-third of this sum 
is used by the Government, States and private 
individuals to keep the stream and its tribu- 
tarics in an improved condition.’’ The 
table will show the average of expenditures 
obtained for the last thirty years.

Only those who are acquainted with the 
stream and its peculiarities have an idea how 
unmanageable itis. The unstable condition 
of the soil of the country through which it 
flows renders it an object of distrust to the 
inhabitants of its border. Such is the treach- 
erous condition of its relations, that for six- 
tv-two years the ingenuity of man has con- 
trived no cbeck on its action. The causes of 
this condition of thiugs are found partly ia 
the river-bed. The sedimentary deposit 
varies from 60 to 100 feet in depth. It is gen- 
erally composed of silt, with a mixture of 
clay and sand, which, baving been deposited 
py the river, is at its disposal to lie still or be 
shifted about. Itis evident that no ordinary 
construction can long stand unless it hasa 
foundation penetrating this bed to a rock 
stratum. The great bridge at St. Louis, for 
instance, has its piers resting on the lime- 
stone bed-rock, under a sedimentary deposit 
of seventy feet. The railway bridge at the 
mouth of the Minnesota Liver has its piers 
lodged on a slender stratum of hard earth 
sixty feet beneath the river’s bottom. It is 
further admitted that in boring through this 
stratuin a soft layer was struck, which would 
not uphold the rod’s weight. At Cairo, 
III., in 1877, the United States corps of en- 
gineers, under Lieut. D. W. Lockwood, made 
borings to a cept of eizhiy-seven feet without 
encountering any stratum harder than sand. 
At this point the machinery broke down and 
operations were suspended. At a depth of 
thirty-three feet the auger penetrated a cot- 
tonwood log, hardly ready to decay, showing 
conclusively the faculty with which the river 
makesits own bed. Atthe same place it is 
stated op good authority that piles, one on

The story of its great width is even more re- 
markable. Near Cairo, III., the river moved 
a mile out of its course in one year, and is 
coutinually changing at that poiut.

nearly to tbe source of the Mississippi, and 
that not only mustthe 1.100 miles from New 
Orleans to Cairo be embanked, but alsothe 
greater shore-line above the latter city on 
both this river and the Missouri. An expla- 
nation of the frequent destruction of levees, 
dikes and embankmenis is found in the 
method of their construction. When the 
current leaves the middle and runs along 


one side of the stream, the bank is rapidly 


torn down. At this point the corps of en- 
gineers proceed to bniid a dike to resist the 
destructive force. A rip-rap is first con- 
structed which consists of a raft covered 
with long poles placed crosswise in alternate 
layers. ‘This is loaded with heavy stones and 
sunk near theshore. Outside of it long poles 
are driven to the depth of twenty or thirty 
fect and sometimes to twice these depths. 
Brush and stones are heaped upontheir foun- 
dation until a perpendicular embankment is 
completed on a level with the top of the bank. 
One would think that this ponderous dike 
would stand forages. But so vacillating is 
the salt-bed underneath that the water keeps 
working the outer edge with powerful re- 
sults. The embankment settles, sometimes 
toppling over, and again dropping from sight. 
Often the water works in behind these con- 
structions and leaves them out in the stream. 
Thus it happens that the river is at work at 
innumerable points, teming away its banks 
and defying the structures in use to hold it in 
check. 

In its work of destruction the current has 
some formidable aids. Ip the winter ice 
floats down continually. So immense are 
these cakes at times that three, and even two, 
coming down-stream abreast will get caught 
on the sides of the river, in some narrow 
channel, and form abridge. This bridge ef- 
fectually holds back all oncoming ice. The 
great and small cakes coming down in large 
quantities join under, over and behind the 
bridge, piling up toagreat beight, forming 
a gigantic gorge. This mass finally breaks 
away; no power yet inaugurated by the hand 
of man is able to withstand it. Embank- 
ments, beats, live stock, people, forests, 
houses, other property aré borne down 
stream. Ono gorge alone has been known to 
sweep away $3,000,000 worth of property, 
besides making atremendous destruction of 
life. A gorge will often require three days to 
pass agiven point. 

Another enemy to investigation and to em- 
bankments are the snags which infest the 
river. These, in their worst form, are large 
trees With roots and limbs. So rapidly are 
they loosened and borne down that the Gov- 
ernment is required to keep several snac- 
boats constantly at work. Perhaps the great- 
est o all enemies to enbankments is the period 
of high water. Atthis time most ofthe 
country adjoming the river, known as the 

bottom lands,“ is flooded to a greater or les 

depth. This is a most dangerous period, the 
result of whichis awaited with anxiety by 
land-owners involved. The various floods 
occuring since 1850, principaily in that year, 
and those of iSe4 and 1374, have carried away 
200 miles of embankment between New Or- 
leans and Cairo alone, which will cost the 
Goveypnient alone 76,000,000 to repair.

Talking Without a Tongue.

Among the many noble institutions for 
which Boston is so justly celebrated the City 
Hospital stands pre-eminent for solid worth 
and beneficial results.

Little attention~ was paid to it, until 
gradually it began totrouble and annoy him 
to such an extent that he sought a physician. 
An examination proved the white spot ef

canker to be whatistermeda stone cancer. 


Much suffering followed when its removal 
was detcrmined upon. 
ed japidly during the four dars before t 
one selected for the operation, and swelled 
so enormously as to fill the mouth and pre- 
vent articulation. The pain was intense. At 
the hospital the patient was first etherized 
and then had all of his teeth extracted. The 
tongue was drawn as far forward and out of 
the mouth as possible. Anelectric wire was 
then placed close to the roots, and upon the 
application of a powerful current of electrici- 
ty the tongue was severed through and 
off. The operation was entirely successful. 
Dr. Cheever, whose specialty is the treatment 
of cancers, had immediate direction. The 
atient was under the influences of ether two 
ours and a balf. But the most curious part 
of the whole case is in the fact that the pa- 
tient converses readily without his tongue, 
making himself easily understood. The fact 
that a man can and does talk withouta tongue 
is hard for doctors to understand, and the pa- 
— is the subject of much curious specula- 
on. 


A PIONEER HEROINE. 


Death of the Widow of Col. James Long, 
ef Texas. 
From the Galveston Néws, January 8. 

The announcement of the death of Mrs. 
Jane H. Long, at her home near Richmond, 
Fort Bend County, on the 30th of December, 
1880, reviews some reminiscences of her life 
that are as full of romance as most tales of 
fiction. She bad been for sixty years the wi- 
dow of Col. James Long, apioneer of the 
days when Texas was part of Mexico, strug- 
gling for independence of Spain. A meeting 
of the citizens of Natchez, Miss., was held 
in January, 1819, and a som - 
pany of volunteers raised to 
assist tbe patriots in Texas in their efforts to 
throw off the Spanish yoke. The command 
was given to Dr. Jathes Long, of Tennessee, 
who had been a surgeen in the army of Gen. 
Jackson at and before the battle of New Or- 
leans. This little force of 75 men did not 
reach Nacogdoches until early in the follow- 
ing November, when the number swelled to 
some 300, On his arrival at Nacogdoches, 
Col. Long united with the patriots there in 
establishing a provisional Government, and 
declared Texas afree and indepeadent Re- 
public. They established a printing press 
and issued a paper, perhaps the first ever 
issued in ‘Texas, thoug one was 
issued about the same time on 
Galveston Island by the Mina expedi- 
tion, an enterprise similar to that under the 
command of Long. David Long, a brother 
of the commander, was sent on an expedi- 
tion among the friendly Indians on the 
Trinity. Major Smith. who had come by way 
of Galvestion from New Orleans, also pro- 
ceeded to the Trinity. and Capt. Johnson, 
with as mall force, went to the Brazos, near 
the site of the old town of Washington. Col. 
Long, the commander, came to Galveston to 
secure the co-operation of Lafitte vnd his fol- 
lowers, Who then had possession of the island, 
but Lafitte tried to dissuade him on account 
of the desperate character of the enterprise, 
and declined to join in an expedition toward 
the Itio Grande. Before autumn the Spanish 


forces bad driven the whole of Long’s 
parties beyond the Sabine. In 13821 
Long, with the famous hero Milam, 


and a small body of mea, returned tothe is- 
land just as Lafitte aud his followers were 
taking their tinal departure under the per- 
suasive influence of an American man-of- 
war, sent to break up their piratical rendez- 
vous. Shortly after the departure of Lalitte 
and his followers, Col. Long, with his force, 
sailed down the coast to the mouth of the San 
Antonio River, and then marched for La 
Bahia, (Goliad,) where they took possession 
WitHout opposition. though in a short time 
they were captured by a force of 300 Mexicans, 
who were also at war with Spain. The 
Americans were detained as prisoners, and 
their commander sentto the city of Mexico. 
He never returned, and it was a long time be- 
fore his fate became known. It appears that 
he was liberated at the instance of the Amer- 
ican Minister, and in a few days assassinated. 
Col. Long had left his young 
wife, the lady whose decease is 
now announced, at Point Bolivar, then pen- 
insula just east of Galveston, to await his re- 
turn, where she remained with the force left 
to hold the place. Hearing nothing from 
their commander, the little force dwindled 
away, and finally abandoned the post, but the 
beroic young wife of Long, with her infant 
child and fatber and negro slave, refused to 
leave, and remained until her friends came 
from Louisiana ard carried her away. She 
kept the Indians at bay by firing cannon at 
intervals and creating the impression that 
troops were still there. In 1822 she learned 
that ber bnsband had been murdered. She 
settled on the Brazos witb Austin’s colony in 
1822 or 1823, and has remained in Texas ever 
since. Her daughter, who was the infant at 
Bo var, was afterward the first wife of Judge 
J. S. Sullivan, now citizen of Galveston. 


Libraries ior Salesmen.

The shop assistants seems almost alone in 
being an unprotected class, except in those 
instances where the employers possess the 
ability and the willingness to close their 

laces of business at a reasonable hour. 

Joubtless we might extend the list, and 
speak of omnibus men, railway ser- 
vants, and others as affording painful exam- 
ples of overwork. But the sale of goods 
over a counter is a proceeding apparently so 
susceptible of being kept within certain lim- 
its of time, and also embraces so large and 
ubiquitous a class, that it seems spe cially re- 
markable to find this department of industry 
associated with so much suffering. The old 
algument that leisure, if even, would be 
abused, is refuted by the experience already 
gained. Whatis being done witb the spare 
hours at the disposal of the employes in the 
larger houses of business is satisfactorily 
shown by a list of the various intellectual 
and recreative institutions which have been 
formed in the wholesaie and retail establish- 
ments of the metropolis. A pleasing feature 
in these establishments 1s s®orded by the ex- 
tensive libraries which many of them pos- 
sess, ranging, in some cases, from 1,000 vol- 
umes up to as many as 4,000. We douot 
whether, fifty years ago, a single libra- 
ry «xisted in connection with any house of 
business in London. If such a thing were to 
be found, it must have been ararity. Those 
were the days of the late-hour system, when 
trade assistants ranked low in general esti- 
mation, and were knovn fora tendency to 
dissipation and Sunday frolics.

LOUISE MICHEL. 


Life of the Communard Who Has Re- 
turned From New Caledonia. 


Paris Correspondence of the N. ¥. Worid. 


No wonder that poor Emile de Girardin is 
going to retire from politics and journalism, 
und even from France—to livein Italy. He 
has had enough of it; he says so himself. The 
outlook is beginning to trouble him, what 
with Rochefort and Mme. Cadclle, and above 
ail with Louise. 

This is aserious thing for him and for all 
of them—the return of Louise. Louise (Mi- 
chel is her other name) is that famous Com- 
munard who was something of a martyr and 
ail of a heroine, who fought on the barri- 
cades, nursed the wounded she had shot 
down, had a woman’s pity after the fight, and 
in battle the heart and dress of a man. Louise 
gave herself up to the troops rather than com- 
promise the safety of her mother. She was in 
hiding and she might have got away, but they 
seized her parent and held her as a kind of 
hostsge; and to save her the daughter sur- 
rencered. Louise was the prisoner who 
wrote from New Caledonia in the haughtiest 
style to the President of the Republic to tell 
him under what conditions she would gra- 
ciously let him set her free. 

Louise returned to us the other day, and 
50,000 people waited at St. Lazare to meet 
her. It was the Commune coming back—the 
true Commune, Rochefort’s Commune, and 
that of allthe other dandies of literature, 
seems ameresham by its side. This 18s, 1 
think, what bas most frightened De Girardin: 
Louise is evidently so very much in earnest. 
He could manage the others, because they 
argue and waste themselves in the unending 
warfare ofthe pen. Louise has left off argu- 
ing—she acts. She is a terribly convinced 
person, she really means and thinks and feels 
the Commune: she has visions about it. 
Nothing could have been more startlingly gro- 
tes que than the return to tbe crew of literary 
boulevardiers Who run this movement of this 
semi-prophetic personage. They had ex- 
pected one like themselves, and for this one 
and themselves into the bargain they bad pre- 
pared a grand banquet at a restaurant in the 
Palace Royal, whica was to be eaten in honor 
ef the proletariate, while the proletariate 
stood outside. The apparition that met their 
eyes on the arrival of the St. Lazaretrain was 
of quite another description. A grav-headed 
woman of fifty, with high cheek bones and 
not at all bandsome—ratner the other way 
were it not for the eyes—jumped out, brush- 
ed Rochefort and the ethers aside after a 
basty cuddie of fraternal greeting, and asked 
in the most matter-of-fact way when the next, 
train would start for the little country place 
where her mother lived. Oh, but you will 
stop for the banquet?’ ‘**What banquet? 
Of coursenot. Giveme asandwich anu the 
time-table, if you please.“ 


Louise had always been like this. Roche - 
fort could have told them of her hard winter 
voyage to New Caledonia, when she would 
walk the deck with bare feet to give her shoes 
and stockings to some woman who seemed to 
wantthemmore. She was moody, reserved, 
silent, consumed in her own thonghts, sick 
at heart sometimes, as much with her convict 
companions as with all the world. They 
seemed below the level of their destinvy—not 
sufficiently proud, in fact, of «their stripes. 
The oflicers of the ship were afraid of her. 
She once threatened to commit suicide be- 
cause they would not award her some pun- 
ishment which she had legally incurred bya 
breach of the rules. They did not want tne 
scandal of her suicide, so they gave the pun- 
ishment. At New Caledonia she looked af- 
ter the sick and taught the little boys and 
girls. Whenshe came back the other day she 
quietly announced her prospective intention 
of killing Gambetta. She has not quite de- 
cided to do it yet. but she thinks it will have 
to be done, because he is a false brother, a 
professional democrat who has made use of 
democracy to become-a ‘‘swell.’’ There is 
so much in it that they have increased 
his private guard at the Palais Bour- 
bon, and even her own friends, Roche- 
fort and others. are doing their best to keep 
her at home. They de not want to be iden- 
tified with a person who means business to 
that extent. It is all a question of a certain 
generalization of history. As Louise has 
read history there never was a troubled 
epoch but that the removal of one man would 
set it right. Louise believes in these simpie 
solutions. In every world erisis they see but 
one thing—the villain of the piece—and she 
thinks bis only fitting opposite in the cast is 
the avenger with the kuife. Thus during the 
empire she had firmly made up her mind to 
kill Napoleon 111, and she was actually set- 
ting about it with the grim method which 
characterizes her movements when the out- 
break of the war in Prussia saved her tbe 


trouble. During the Commune she civilly of- | 


fered to go to Versailles and kill M. Thiers. 
It would be so simple, she said, and it woul ! 
settle the whole matter most effectually. 
Ferre, whothen ruled Paris, did not know 
how te put her off—here again it was awk- 
ward to have to deal with atoo zealous per- 
son—and so he answered heras civilly in his 
turn thatit would be impossible to get to 
Versailies. ‘'l will prove that,“ she said, 
and she went and returned, even entering the

Louise is a sort of representative child of 
the revolution and she has a strange history. 
Fifty years ago she was born in an aristo- 
cratic French chateau, without being am aris- 
tocrat. Her mother was a scullion who 
worked in the chateau, and her father was the 
master of the house. She was brought up in 
the place, and she received an education 
suited io ber father’s rather than to her 
mother’s rank. la time, when the father’s 
own lawful son was sent adrift for disobedi- 
ence, sbe took his place inthe family circle, 
still acknowledging on ber own part and 
tending the peasant mother who had brought 
her into the world. Then, as she came to be 
a woman she caughtthe Victor Hugo fever 
of the revolution and in the most perilous 
way, not as a mere ouipouring for the relief 
of the soul, but asa series of precepts for ac- 
tion. She began to write—somewhat in the 
imitation of the master, as shown in the titles 
of some of tbe things she gave to the world: 
„Our Lady of Vroncourt,” ‘*Occidentals,’’ 
“Spring Leaves,” “Summer Storms, **Win- 
ter Winds.“ “Dawn Songs and ‘*Voices’’ 
both from heaven and the other place, witn 
now and then something in the grotesquely 
comic vein, likethe Memoirs of a Frog.“ 
She sent some of these things to the poet and 
he sent her back an edition of his works with 
a priceless autograph. She was evidently 
smitten with the disease of literature, but 
events were to determine her career other- 
wise.

In other words, we 
have not made it a point to assume re- 
sponsibility for the proclamations of those 
who make our advertising columns a vehi- 
cle of communication with the public, but 
we have rejected Mr. Eagan's card and his 
money. We would not koowingly at any 
time permit an advertiser to perpetrate a 
fraud upon our patrons, nor would we 
sell our colmuns to men sceking patronage 
for immoral institutions or calling 
upon the general public to support thein 
in improper pursuits. We would like 
to belicve that since reading the expo- 
sure of the Canterbury“ in the Post- 
Dis raren Mr. Kagan has reformed, and 
that he is now giving a decent and reputa- 
ble entertainment, but we have no idea 


to indorse or encourage it. 
hasn't money enough to purchase adver— 
tising space for his show in this journal.

A banquet is necessarily 
a public compliment and if the public 
doesn’t get the full particulars through the 
newspapers the chief obiect in giving it is 
lost—irrevocably lost. 


We are determined to give Gov. Critten- 
den the benefit of every doubt and view his 
acts ina spirit of kindness and calm phi- 
losophy. Still we shall not suppress the 
truth. And the truth, which Gov. Critten- 
den will soon enough ascertain, is that his 
three appointments for St. Louis, thus far 
made, are a mistake. Tuey represent neither 
public opinion, nor party expectations, nor 
personal obligations, nor highstanding, nor 
conspicuous fitness. It seems, to say the 
least, quite unnecessary to import a gen- 
tleman from the rural districts for the in- 
surance department when the rural dis- 
tricts already have every important office 
in the State and St. Louis has aone—not 
one except the honor of paying ncarly half 
of all the taxes in the State.

Mr. Darby’s Reminiscences, 
Sr. LOUIS, January 13, 1881. 
To the Editorof the Post-Dispatch: 

Sin—J see from your paper that you take ex- 
ception to the military display made at Jef- 
ferson City upon the occasion of the inaugura- 
tion and installing ot Gov. Crittenden Into of- 
fice. In this I think you are wrong. It would 
be better for us to seeour State Governments 
uncrease iu importance, in consequence, and 
State pride on such occasions, and not let the 
general government assume all the display 
and show when inaugurating the chief execu- 
tive ofticer. To these matters we have hereto- 
fore paid too little attention. 

Gov. Crittenden, I have no doubt whatever, 
will greatly add vo the dignity, the fine ad- 
ministration importance, prosperity and wel- 
fare of the State. Anda as such we should all 
be proudof the display and giving him a good 
beginning. 

It has been said that old John Quincy Adams 


used to say, as a metter contributing the 
sTreatest good and happiness to mankind, it 
was better for the community for every main 
to have“ one wife, one country and one re- 
ligion.’’ Andtowhich, Ibeg leave to add, 
only one memterin one family holding oflice 
in the public service; otherwise it has a ten- 
dency to build up in our society an aristocracy 
or office-holders incompatible with our notions 
of right aud equality. Tne time honored doc- 
trine of Democracy, of equality and rotation 
in oflice, we all believe Gov. Crittenden will 
fully observe and carry out. These sugges- 
tions occur to my mind because two members 
in one family the other dav came at different 
times and applied to me tor letters ia their 
dehalf for different offices which they were 
both trying to get, in the gift of the Governor. 

When old Zachary Tavior was taken up by 
the Whigs and elected l’resident of the United 
States, in which 1 took an humble and active 
part, the first thing he did in St. Louis was to 
appoint a good many very respectable per 
sous, nearly all trom one tamily, to ofiice.

D. Mitchell who had married Miss Berry, 
the cousin of Col. samuel B. Churchiil’s wife, 
was made and appointed Superintendent of 
Indian Affsirs at St. Louis—all competent and 
respectable gentlemen. 

These appointments gave offense to Col. 
Benton, atthat time Senator in Congress from 
this State, and be came out in a card in the 
newspapers and said: That to give ali the 
oflices in one State, under one administra- 
tion, to one family, in one town, in one year, 
was rather too much fora Republican Gov- 
ernment. Governor Hamilton Rawn Gamble 
usea frequently to say to me thattbat wasone 
of the best things old Benton ever Said. 
He was greatly pleased at it.

To state the matter plainly and shortly, 
he was concerned and interested in the 
fraudulent exhibition of assets made to the 
Insurance Commissioner in May, 187:. 
You see, the North Missouri  Insur. 
ance Company bad its headquarters 
at Macon, in this State, and Mr. John b. 
Williams was the President and Mr. Lurrabee 
the Secretary of the company. It had go: 
into a bad way, and was running at a loss, 
when in May, 1873, the time came for an ex. 
amination of the assets of the concern by the 
State superintendent of Insurance. There 
were not enough assets to satisfy the law, aud 
accordingly the directors borrowed stocks and 
bonds and o'her securities from their friend 
to exhibit as their own to the commissioner, 
Mr. John F. Williams giving a written guar- 
antee tbat these securities would be returned 
after tbeir exhibition to the commissioner. 
They borrowed the following bonds on this 
guarantee:

By this fraud the company obtained thea 
credit of having over 00,000, when 
they were in an insolvent con- 
dition, and had the commission 
not been imposed upon, they would bave 
been closed up.” 

„Are vou quite sure that this written svar- 
antee was given by Mr. Williams, that these 
stocks would be returned?!“ 

“Sure of it! The original document is in 
possession of Clerk Selbv of the United States 
Circuit Court, here in St. Louis. Mr. Wil- 
liams firet stated that he had signed no such 
docunient, and subsequently admitted 
that he had signed it, Dut 
had forgotten all about it. lie 
claimed then that he did not know what the 
nature of the guarantee Was and that he had 
signeditinahurry. Hesaid that really he 
knew nothbihg about insurance and had lof! 
the whole matter to Larrabee. Of course |! 
do not know anything about this; the guar- 
antee is there with bis signature, and | have 
been told thatthis document had a good dea! 
to do with the defeat of Mr. Willians’ Con- 
gressional aspirations in his district.“ 

‘*This whole matter was ventilated in court 
was it rot!“ 

„ Certainly. I sued the directors, as the 
assignee of the company, to recover the 
amount of these stocks fraudulently exhi- 
bited, but the courts decided that I could not 
make them pay this money back. The whole 
statement that 1 have made to you can be 
sustained by the depositions on file with the 
clerk of the United States Circuit Court. 
Judge Dillon summed the case up thus upon 
the bench: 

‘The case as stated in the bill and as shown 
in the proofs, may be briefly summarized in 
this way. The company was not organized in 
fraud of the law, but was soon afterward. 
carried on by the ogee concerned, bv the 
main men concerned in it, in direct violation 
of all the requirements of the law statute, ani 
ofall principles of honesty and fair dealing. 
It was a fraudulent concern. In-order to 
cover uptheir condition, certain of the lead- 
ing men connected with it did this. 
They borrowed temporarily, or rather 
procured the temporary use of certain asset“ 
fraudulently - 8 75,000 of wnat were known 
as Schuyler county bonds; about $30,000 
Known as Macon county bonds, and certain 
other securities, amounting in all $140,000, 
more or less. Whena visit from the Insur- 
ance Commissioner was anticipated, these 
leading men—managing men—went to the 
owners of these Schuyler and and Macon 
county bonds andthe owners of this stock 
and suid, **We want to borrow for atempo- 
rary purpose; wewill return it you;’ and 
the owner consented to this use of it.“ 

»The failure was a bad one, was it not? 

„suppose the worst that has ever bappen- 
ed inthe State; it failed owing $500,000. «Ff 
this 1 have been able to pay just one and a 
half per cent, and no more will be paid. if 
I could bave compelled these men to pay 
back that $190,000 which they falsely repres- 
ented tbat they owned to the commissioner, 
it would have been so much wore for thc 
unfortunate creditors.

Successful Opening of the Great 
Poultry Exhibition. 


— . — 


Armory Hall Turned into a Coop— The 
Judges at Work- The Glass 
Hen, Etc. 


Although the exhibition of the Western 
Poultry Club, at Armory Hall, was open to 
the public yesterday afternoon, and was at- 
tended by many, still to-day is the real 
opening day. Yesterday everything was in 
coufusion at the hall, and many birds did hot 
arrive until night. Quite a nnmber also 
failed to reach the city until this morning, 
and there are still mere expected to-night. 
The weather bas had much to do with the 
tardy arrival of the entries from a distance. 
Among the important arrivals this morning 
were the coops of Capt. James 
E. White, superintendent of the 


railway mail service at Chicago, who breeds 
fine poultry for amusement, at his home at 
Englewood, a few miles out of Chicago. Capt. 
White brought with him ten fine specimens 
of Houdans and.ten Plymouth Rocks. Of the 
collection, the most notable is a three-vear- 
old Plymouth Rock cock, the Prince of India, 
which has carried off blue ribbons at Indian- 
apolis, Boston, and Fort Wayne. The Lang- 
shaws, which area newly imported variety 
from China, somewhat reesembling biack 
Cochins, have not arrived for some unknown 
cause. 
Mich., by the importer, and will probably ar- 
rive to-night . he variety has never been 
exbibited in America except once at 
Indianapolis. Some superior Partridge 
Coebins also came in this morning from 
Bloomington, Lil. 

The visitor to the exhibition will be aware 
of his approach to it when he reaches tke 
corner of Fourth and Washington avenue and 
before his entrance to the building, for the 
uproar made i! the constant crowing of the 
cocks, the cackling of the hens and the quack- 
ing of the ducks is such that it can be heard 
on the pavement below. On entering the hall 
the noise is at first deafening, but the visitor 
soon becomes used to it. At the upper or 
north end of the ball are arranged the Bran- 
mas, light and dark, the Cochins, of divers 
colors, the Plymoutb Rocks, Polish and Black 
Spanish. These varieties are exhibited in 
much greater numbers than any othera, and 
constitute the major portion of the show. 
They are shown singly in patent and very 
pretty folding coops which were obtained in 
Chicago. Other coops have been borrowed 
from the Fair Grounds. 

There are afew monstrous turkeys and a 
pair of Toulouse geese of great weight, but 
thegeneral display of ducks, geese, turkeys 
and pigeons is quite small. The exhibition 
of fur-bearing pets has not proved a success. 
One solitary Maltese cat can be seen, 2 pair of 
Himalaya rabbits with white bodies and 
brown ears and some Guinea pigs. There 
are no pet lap-dogs. 

The judges began work at about I o’clock 
this afternoon, but will make no awaras 
known until this evening. Mr. I. N. Baker,of 
Thornton, Ind., telegrapbed last night that 


he would not be able to be present 
on account of sickness. The judges, 
therefore, are B. N. Pearce, 
of lowa; C. J Ward, of Chicago. and Mr. 


Hunter, of Bloomington, III. Scales were 
procured for the use of the judges, and all 
birds will be weighed, as weight ix an im- 
portent factor in determining premiums. By 
actual count the reporter ascertained that the 
exhibition ut noon to dav em- 
braced 56 birds, not including the 
cbickens batched in the incubator. 

The jocubators which are exhibitedina 
side room attract much attention. Over 20 
chicks were batched out yesterday and this 
mornirg, and an equal number will be forth- 
coming daily. The whole number of eggs 
put into the hatcher for the exhibition was 
2.000. Most of these eggs were « month old 
and hence will not hatchas uniformly as fresh 
ones would. Still there is no momentof the 
day in which the visitor can not see tweaty 
or twenty-five chicksin the various stages of 
issuing from the sbeil. As soon as they are
